In response 
to a question as to whether Mr. Kratz left 
the city, she said: 

“O, no; he ts not going away now. He 
is too busy attending to these improve- 
ments,’’ and she pointed to several painters 
who were pain.ing the house.

While legal evidence may be lacking to 
bring upon them the penalty for their acts, 
vet they are morally convicted and damned 
oy their connection with such debauchery. 
Some of these are as guilty as those 
against whom indictments have been re- 
turned, the only difference being «that they 
have been more successful in covering tweir 
tracks. 

There can be no such thing as the »ribe- 
taker unless there be the bribe-giver. Both 
are guilty under the JAW. The bribe-taker, 
however, not only violates the law regard- 
ing bribery, but hi¢ G&fh of office also, and 
proves recreant to the sacred trust reposed 
in him by the peopie. 

LAW IS GO ENOUGH. 

Much has been said about a revision of 
the law touching tribery, by making either 
the bribe-giver or the bribe-taker alone 
guilty. We believe the law as it now stands 
when properly admintstered, more effective 
than any change could be, as it allows 
the judicious exercise of discretion on the 
part of prosecuting, officers in permitting 
one or the other to testify for the state. 

With the fear of punishment hanging 
over both, evidence can be more readily se- 
cured than if only one side was punish- 
able under the law. In bribery there are 
always two parties, one being an official. 

For the prosecution of cases witnesses are 
required, and necessarily, one, either the 
bribe-giver or the bribe-taker, must be 
allowed to testify, and the state is permited 
both by law and custom in these ag in all 
other criminal cases, to use some as wit- 
nesses against the others. 

It would be desirable, of course, if all of 
the parties to a bribe could be. punished, 
but that, under our system of law, is im- 
possible, for an attempt to punish all would 
leave the state without evidence as to any. 
The issue is now made up between public 
decency, law and order, and public de- 
bauchery and lawlessness. The fight is no 
easy one, and the officials engaged in ft re- 
qu—ire the support and encouragement of 
all Jaw abiding citizens. aS 

The corruptionists are strongly. en- 
trenched behind millions of money and un- 
told influence. It is a herculean task to 
drag them out to their just deserts, and 
every aid should be given those engaged 
in the work.

The Role of the Unconquered. 

“The Role of the Unconquered,” by Test 
Dalten, is the name of a most entertaining 
story from the Dillingham Company, New 
York, that deals with the romance of the 
days of Henry of Navarre, King of France. 
It comes heralded by a fine endorsement 
from Gen. Lew Wallace, James Whitcomb 
Riley and Booth Tarkington, all friends, 
presumably, of the young author. Ordf- 
narily, this would handicap the work at the 
start, for the reason that praise of this 
character usually comes cheap. In this in- 
stance, however, there seems to be no sug- 
gestion of friendly criticism for a purpose 
from these eminent men of letters, for the 
book bears out all the fine tribute they be- 
stow upon it. ° 

The trend of .the romance lies in that 
period of France’s time or turmoil, when 
she was much fuygher from the goal of per- 
fect civilization than she is today, and for 
that reason, the retelling of the knightly 
doings of her men and women in such clever 
fashion insures not only attention, but 
deep interest. The author of “The Role of 
the Unconquered” seems a natural drama- 
tist, for his play is plotted like a perfect 
creation of the stage, and one sees the 
characters moving like real beings. There 
ts a tremendous amount of action in the 
book, and all the stirring kind that thrills, 
Seldom has there been presented a 4 of 
greater intensity or diving interest. There 
are no scenes of lagging descriptions, and 
none that loses the thread of the story; 
branching off into abstruse problems.or dis- 
cussions. he whole fabric is built upon 
the love of the King for Maria de Medicl, 
the beautiful Italian princess, who, having 
been bethrothed to Navarre against her 
will, is finally forced to own her love and 
admiration through the strategy of this 
lover-king, who comes to her in the dis- 
guise of a cardinal, and whose admirable 
qualities of head and heart she found ir- 
resistable. There are many dramatic situa- 
tiens and fine movement and all most hap- 
pity presented. The characteristics of the 
princess are best told in the words of her 
handmaid, Lucia: ‘‘The princess loves no 
man, she laughs at them. Her pride holds 
her aloof fro all men, and her sharp 
tongue drives them away. Some stand in 
awe of her and some fear her, but all 
iove her.’’ This is ‘what the King had to 
face, but he won his suit because so hap- 
pilv presented. 

The book deals in the tragic, aS well as the 
sentimental, for there are duels ~to_ the 
death, poisons, jealousies, stabbings, butch- 
eries and a number of desperate situations 
introduced ;to make the play-novel con- 
form to the time it is intended to portray. 

Henry of Navarra has had many cham. 
pions, but never one that told of his chivary 
more charmingly than Test Dalton in hts 
first romance, The book ts of more than 
passing interest because of its literary 
value, and because it is a radical departure 
trom the current books of the day. It will 
more than repay the reader, especially him 
who likes a wall-troran plot that never lags.

TRIUMPH AFTFR MANY YEARS 


Adam Maitland Believes He Has Proof 
That He Is Member of Scottish 
Nobility.

FALL RIVER, Mass., April 3.—From 
yardman in a thread mill to an earldom in 
Scotland is expected to be the completed 
life romance of Adam Maitland, now 64

The heir apparent to the title lives at 
618 Ferry street. happy in his present cir- 
cumstances, but.looking forward with no 
slight pleasure to the time when he may 
not be forced to earn his living by the 
sweat of his row. 

The first step in this case was taken in 
1712, immediately following tle death of 
Richard Maitland, then Parl of Lorrisdaic. 
His successors in the family endeavored to 
gain sufficient evidence tc set forth a claim 
to the estate and title. but they were 4<- 
ficient In facts that would prove their con- 
tenticns before the law. hey knew that 
Lord Maitland died in this country but they 
were unable to get the records of his de- 
mise. This was a greaxc hindrance, for 
without it they found it difficult to prove 
their claim to succession. Through several 
generations this effort has been continued. 
nd not manv vears ago the predecersors of 
he present Maitland family went to thelr 
graves without having accomplished the 
task which they undertook. 

The search was taken up by Adam Mait- 
land, the present resident of Fall River, 
gnd his brothers and sisters, who live in 
Scotland. They engaged the best legal tal- 
ent they could get in Scotland to handle 
the case and went at the work in earnest. 
Not even the slightest clew was passed 
over, and today they stand within seem- 
inly easy reach of the coveted estate. By 
virtue of his age Adam, being the eldest of 
the brothers, will be granted the title of 
earl. ; . 

Ry prvdent investigation, conducted with- 
out regard to expense, they have jearned 
that Lord Maitland came to this .country 
and resided for a time in New York Citv. 

There he was united in marriage and his 
death occurred in the metropolis) He was 
buried somewhere in that vicinity and the 
prospective heirs know that his an was 
not Taken to the old country. What they 
desire to get is the®records of his marriage 
and death in that city. 

The Rev. Dr. J. B. Jesam of the First 
*Presbyterian Church of New York City is 
looking up the old records of the church for 
the Maitlands at the solicitation of Mr. 
Maitiand of this city and his folk across 
the water. In a letter’to the local heir, 
received a couple of days ago, the clergv- 
man stated that he was still looking the 
matter up and was confident that he would 
ain tir necessary information if Lord 
Maittand had been married there, as they 
supposed. 

Adam Maitland and his family, consisting 
of a wife. five sons and five daughters, the 
eldest being 22 years old and the youngest 
4 yéars, have been in this country but 18 
months. They came here from Preston, 
England.

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., April 4-—Lying 
cuddled up in an improvised incubator, 
which is nothiny less than a common chip 
basket, with the handle cut off, the small- 
est baby in the world is fighting hard for 
existence. 

The wee bit of humanity is the daughter 


of Mr. and Mrs. Marvin Peck of No. l4 
Wyllys place. Baby Peck was a month old 
yesterday. She tips the scale at 16 ounces 
and is 13 inches tall. 

Baby Peck'’s hand is so small] that a 

wedding ring of ordinary size will slip over 
it and up to her elbow. Her feet are as 
small as those on a small doll. An oldish 
expression is given the tiny face, because 
of a heavy growth of hair upon the head. 
A tea cup placed on the baby’s head would 
cover it up clear down to the neck. 
’ Little iss Peck is perfectly formed in 
every respect, but she is so small and s0 
deficient in physical strength that no a.- 
tempt has been made to treat her thus far 
as the average baby of a month old. The 
little mite is packed in cotton, then warm- 
ly wrapped up in.a flannel blanket and 
placed over a bottle of hot water. 

For the last five nights the baby has 
cried most of the time, although during the 
day she sleeps soundly. The mother thinks 
the infant cries because her food does not 
agree with her and the physician is to make 
a change. 

Every two hours when ‘baby Peck is 
awake she is given two teaspoonfuls of 
malted milk. hen taking the milk the 
little bit of humanity smacks her lips dye 
the same as any strong, full-sized chi 

The doctors said when the baby was born 
that she would live 24-hours at the lengest. 
At the end of a week the baby still lived 
and the medical fraternity said it was al- 
most incredible. Then they gave her two 
sweeks to live. Again Baby Peck fédoled the 
wise men. 

Mrs. Peck is sure the baby will live now 
and the medical men are very deeply inter- 
ested in the case.
